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Peas  do  best  in  a liglit,  ricli  loamy  soil  that  lias  been  liberally  manured  the  previous  season.  Plant  the 
smooth  varieties  as  early  as  the  ground  can  be  worked.  The  wrinkled  peas  are  not  as  hardy  as  the  smooth 
kinds,  and  should  be  planted  later;  they  are,  however, sweeter  and  better  flavored.  For  a succession,  plant 
every  two  weeks — until  June  1st,  then  discontinue  until  August  1st,  wlien  the  extra  early  varieties  may  be 
planted  for  a fall  crop.  When  grown  in  gardens  sow  in  double  rows  6 to  8 inches  apart,  the  rows  2 to  4 
feet  apart,  the  tall  ones  requiring  brush.  One  pound  will  plant  about  50  feet  of  drill.

It  is  similar  in  celor  ex- 
cept that  the  salmon  is  a trifle  more  pronounced  at  the 
base  ef  the  petals.  It  is  the  equal  of  the  parent  in 
grewth,  foliage  and  flowering  ability. 

Francis  Scott  Key.  A big  red  rose  of  great  sub- 
stance and  keeping  quality.  Without  doubt  it  is  one 
of  the  best  new  roses  offered  to  the  growers  of  this 
country.  It  is  an  excellent  grower,  producing  a good 
quantity  of  bloom  of  high  quality  on  heavy,  streng 
stems.  It  is  primarily  a summer  rose  and  is  net  at  its 
best  except  in  warm  weather. 

Hadley.  This  deep  crimson  rose  has  shown  that  if 
properly  handled  it  is  the  best  crimsen  rose  of  com- 
merce. It  is  a strong  grower  when  prepagated  from 
heavy  wood.  It  is  showing  marked  improvement,  the 
result  of  careful  selection  of  grafting  wood,  and  has 
proved  that  it  is  at  its  best  when  grafted.  Its  fra- 
grance is  unsurpassed.  It  is  a favorite  and  a variety 
that  is  worthy  of  general  grewing. 

Hoosier  Beauty.  Deep  crimson,  a color  which  had 
not  been  seen  among  the  roses  of  commerce  for  many 
years  until  the  advent  of  Hadley.
